Contest this year. This indicates our commitment to, and support of DX contesting, 

We feel that a contest seriously entered will teach more about equipment capabilities, 
operating techniques, and propagation peculiarities in one weekend than would be learned in 
two to three years of casual DX operating.

This brings to mind a discussion that 
occurred a couple of months ago in the back room at AGL, in which a couple of locals were 
commenting on the conditions during the CQ WW Phone Contest, They seemed to feel that 
conditions were too good, and made it harder to retain their competitive edge, Thus, I find 
it now, with some getting jaded with the ease of contact with a country once considered 
difficult, As a remedy for that, how about trying to work everything you've already worked 
on 40m and 80m? There's some pretty exotic DX there now, and more that will move or 
schedule there. So, try them again on a new band, and when you work them, report on your 
efforts so others will know that they're there, After all, it's the hundreds of ears listening 
that make much of the DX available to us all.
